To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, in the County 
of Hillsborough, and in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affatrs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


First—To choose all necessary officers and agents for the 
ensuing year, including a member of the board of selectmen 
for three years; also two delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


Second—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Goffstown Public Library. 


Third—To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand five hundred (3,500) dollars, as 
recommended by the State Highway Commissioner for the 
maintenance of our State Aid Highways, the state to furnish 
‘an equal sum. 


Fourth—T'o see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for improvements in our cemeteries. 


Fifth—To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six hundred (600) dollars to build a concrete 
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sidewalk on the east side of Mountain Road, so called, from 
Mast Street to a point 790 feet south. 


Sixth—To see if the town will vote to install and maintain 
a hydrant at Bartlett’s Corner, so called. 


Seventh—'T'o see if the town will vote to instruct its select- 
men to lay out and construct Heald Street, so called, as shown 
on the plans of the Otis H. Perry Land Company, known as 
College Hill, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


Highth—To see if the town will vote to instruct its select- 
men to lay out and: grade Ferncroft Street, so called, from 
College Road to Eden Street, so called, as shown on the plans 
of the Metropolitan Land Company, known as Pine Hill, the 
same to be hereafter known as Duclos Street, and to raise and 
appropriate money for the same. | 


Ninth—To see if the town will vote to build a State Road 
from Parkers Station to the Dunbarton line, and raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or act in relation thereto. 


Tenth—To see if the town will vote to instruct its selectmen 
to lay out and grade Maplewood Street from College Road to 
Glenridge Avenue, and Glenridge Avenue from Maplehurst 
Street to Laurel Street, and Elmwood Avenue from Rockland 
Avenue to Laurel Street, as shown on the plans of the New 
England Land Company, and known as West Side Terrace, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


Eleventh—To see if the town will vote to install and main- 
tain two electric lights, one at the corner of Glenridge Avenue 
and Maplewood Street and the other at the junction of Glen- 
ridge Avenue and Laurel Street.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FIRE WARDENS 
OF THE GOFFSTOWN VILLAGE FIRE PRECINCT 


For the Year Ending February 7, 1930. 


During the past year the department has answered 82 calls 
for fire. There were three alarms sounded, two for brush 
fires and one for a fire at the Story farm at Dunbarton. An- 
other out of town call was for a grass fire in the town of 
New Boston. Fourteen of our still alarms were for chimney 
fires. During the year the Precinct was free from fire loss, 
but in the town the roof of one of S. M. Johnson’s cottages, 
a clothes chute at the Villa Augustina and the cottage of 
Oliver Hadley near Danforth’s Villa were damaged to some 
extent. Owing to the leaky condition of the roof at the 
Engine House, it became necessary to have the same recovered, 
fire proof shingles were laid on the same. We have also 
experienced considerable trouble with our alarm system, and 
Mr. Parker Merrill, the superintendent of the Manchester 
system, states that several changes ought to be made to make 
the same dependable, among them rewiring the streets with 
covered wire. I have also written the Gamewell Company 
1elative to the matter and they agreed to send a man to look 
the system over. We all know that a poor alarm is worse than 
not any, so we must get together and see that our fire system 
is made dependable. You are therefore requested to be pres- 
ent at the annual Precinct meeting to be held Tuesday, April 
1, 1930, as something must be done.

Five examinations of the Precinct water supply have been 
made by the Laboratory of Hygiene, and the water found to 
be excellent as to purity. In the early part of December 
these were many complaints registered that the water was 
not usable, but the state chemist found the water “good except 
for a distinct algae (green corn) odor.” 

Contagious diseases reported to health officer during year : 
Scarlet fever, one; measles, two; mumps, three; chicken pox, 
eleven; diphtheria, five. There was one death from diph- 
theria. 

The town should pass an ordnance regulating the keeping 
of swine in the thickly settled parts of the town.

Children’s picnics, also Church Community services, were 
held during the summer season.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Special Dis- 
trict : | 


In the group of teachers who are working with us this 
year, Miss Marjorie Dahlberg, Miss Anna Johanson and Mrs. 
Hattie Schellenberg are “new.” Miss Dahlberg, graduated 
from Manchester High School and the State University, is 
teaching English and French. Miss Johanson graduated from 
Lynn Classical High School, from Tufts College and added 
one year at Burdette Business College in Lynn for special 
training in commercial subjects she teaches here. Mrs. 
Schellenberg was a teacher in Manchester schools before com- 
ing to take up the work of Grades I and II. 

Altho we seem to have a constant change in our High 
School teaching staff, it is well to note that the graduates of 
this High School are qualified to enter a variety of post sec- 
ondary institutions. From recent classes they have entered 
institutions such as the following: The State University, the 
State Normal Schools, the New England Conservatory of 
Music, Simmons College and Carnegie “Tech.” From last 
year’s class of sixteen, ten entered other institutions. One 
returned to High School for additional work. This ratio— 
eleven out of sixteen—indicates two things: One, the gen- 
eral desire for education beyond high school; the other, the 
training in the local schools prepares for the further step. 
This does not mean that the High School can take full credit 
for this—but credit, if we call it that, is shared by those 
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teachers who do their part, year after year, in preparing 
pupils for high school, Very few pupils “drop out” between 
Grade Hight and High School. Here as everywhere an oc- 
rational pupil finds difficulty with High School studies. But 
the desire to go on is there. Recently we have endeavored to 
change the kind of material and adapt work so that diffi- 
culty with traditional subjects will not mean that the school 
can give nothing to such individuals. 

At last school meeting $1,500 was voted in order to in- 
troduce manual training as a part of our regular work for 
the boys of Grades Seven and Hight. Neither the school 
board nor myself urged this, nor made recommendation for 
an appropriation. But because the question regarding man- 
ual training had been mentioned, every now and then, it was 
thought well to let the school meeting talk it over and decide 
as those present saw fit. The big item of expense at the out- 
set was of course the equipment of benches and tools. 

During the summer, benches and tools were purchased. 
The boys’ first job was to un-crate, assemble, set up and ar- 
range these benches (twenty of them), to take apart a pile 
of old seats and desks which we could neither use nor sell, 
selling the iron and saving all pieces of wood that might be 
of use later, putting up a partition, arranging a tool-room 
and tool-racks. The old High School assembly room is now 
all “set up” and affords an almost ideal arrangement for the 
group of boys. Mr. Brown, the instructor, is one of the 
regular manual training teachers in Manchester, whom we 
are able to secure for one half day each week. 

At the times the boys of Grades Seven and Eight are in 
manual training, the girls from those grades, in the former 
“orammar room” in the old building, under the direction of 
Mrs. Hodgman, are engaged in sewing or basketry. They 
also have a fine room for work. 

Some time ago a movement was begun to secure a new 
piano for the High School assembly hall. Contributions were 
made by the classes of 1927, 1929, 1930 and 1931, by the Y. 
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L. D., Unity and Shirley Clubs, by the American Legion and 
the Alumni Association. To these was added a gift from Mr. 
Frank Parker. Supplementing the above gifts by some money 
from school funds, the school board completed the amount 
necessary to secure a fine new piano. It was much needed 
and is keenly appreciated by pupils and teachers as well. It 
is very doubtful if the people of the community realize how 
much of musical ability there is among the High School 
pupils. 

The present school year, during the first half, has been 
free from epidemics of any sort. The good health of pupils 
has shown in the splendid attendance records—the per cent 
of attendance being from 96 to 98. 

In addition to the “health supervision” carried on in the 
school rooms and in homes, added opportunities are afforded 
by arrangements made by Miss Walker, the school nurse, for 
those needing or wishing to attend the Tuberculosis Clinic, 
The Skin Clinic, the Toxin-Antitoxin Clinic, or the District 
Nursing Association, or to profit by the special arrangement 
for dental work by Dr, Danforth. The frequent visits by the 
nurse, nearness of the school physician, Dr. Fergerson, to 
whom “suspicious” or doubtful cases can be sent at once for 
examination, make the health supervision in the schools a 
positive and constructive force in the life of the community. 


One of the phases of school life, aside from classroom work, 
is the “Assembly,” which is conducted weekly. The programs 
vary. Some are given by classes or groups, consisting of 
“readings,” book reviews, and reports, or music, vocal and 
instrumental, by individuals and the Glee Club. This club 
has been organized this year, and under the immediate di- 
rection of Mr. Peavey, it affords added musical opportunities. 
Frequently, however, speakers are invited to address the 
group on various themes, historical, travel, inspirational and 
other phases of life not confined to the school room. Mr. 
Plowright, Mrs. Charles Parker, State Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation E. W. Butterfield, Mr. Russell Leavitt of the State 
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Department of Education, Mr. Wm. Morrison, headmaster ~ 
of Central High School of Manchester; Mr. John C. Mackin, 
headmaster of West Side High School; Mr. Kendrick C. 
Bean, submaster of the same school; Rev. Louis H. Swanson 
of New Boston; Rev. Wallace Anderson of Manchester, Mr. 
Charles Hadley, representatives of Bay State Institute and 
Northeastern University, and others have been among the 
speakers. 

The following clubs have their place and part in High 
School—the Athletic Association, the Book Club, the Debat- 
ing Club and the Glee Club. 

The interest of the community in the schools has been 
manifested in various ways, and in a very splendid and tan- 
gible fashion in the gift which made a new piano possible. 
The same co-operative spirit will continue to have its ‘effect 
in the work of the classrooms—to which we wish more par- 
ents and friends might come.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


TOWN DISTRICT SCHOOL. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District: 


The schools are conducted in the Bartlett Building (four 
rooms), at Grasmere (two rooms), and Shirley Hill and 
Parker’s. 

For some reason the number of pupils in the East Part 
School has been very small. Last year, for quite a period, - 
there were but four pupils, one of these being from Dunbar- 
ton. The outlook for this present year was unchanged ex- 
cept for the lhkelihood of one more from the district. This 
would make four pupils from two families. It did not seem 
advisable to conduct a school for this. It is difficult to find 
a teacher for so few. The School Board found it possible to 
arrange for transportation to carry these pupils to Grasmere, 
and this was done. 

It is not difficult to understand the protest against the 
closing of this school which came from parties interested in 
the district. However, facts did not seem to warrant any 
change in the plan for transportation. This means consid- 
erable financial saving to the district as well as affording 
added values through enlarged contact for the pupils. 

It is more and more open to question as to the detriment 
to farm values resulting from the closing of one-room schools. 
Sometimes it happens that the new occupants of nearby 
farms have been accustomed to and prefer “graded” schools. 
Some time ago a family from Manchester moved into a dis- 
trict where they would, according to “district” lines, have to 
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attend a one-room school. The father asked permission to 
carry his children a greater distance to a “graded” building— 
making no charge for “carrying.” Only recently the ques- 
tion was asked—if children might be carried right by the 
door of a one-room school two miles farther to the “graded” 
schools of another district—if they would provide transporta- 
tion and in addition pay the tuition. All through the years 
while the East Part School has been open the school popula- 
tion has dwindled until now it does not warrant a school— 
when it is possible to arrange agreeably for transportation. 
However, if new families with school children come to live 
in this district—sufficient to make a school—a school will be 
conducted there. 


At present no small schools are carried on. At the Bartlett 
building the four rooms are almost full. Approximately 125 
different pupils have been registered there this fall. At 
Grasmere the same situation obtains. The Grammar room 
has registered forty different pupils, with thirty-two at pres- 
ent. The Primary there now enrolls twenty-three. The 
Parker School has eighteen and Shirley Hill about fourteen. 

There is but one “new” teacher this year—Miss Gladys 
Follansbee—graduate of Manchester High School and Keene 
Normal. 

The teaching problem with children from non-English 
homes became so acute at the Bartlett School that it was not 
only advisable but practically imperative to undertake some 
remedial work. Accordingly the Board authorized the hiring 
of a special teacher, who began work in January. Miss Fitz- 
gerald, who begins this special proposition, is a Normal 
school graduate, with previous teaching experience, and is at 
present teaching English to non-English people in Manches- 
ter evening schools. We believe this will simplify, some- 
what, at any rate, the teaching business here, and will be 
also of immeasurable value to many of the pupils there. 
For a while, Miss Fitzgerald will confine her attention wholly 
to teaching pupils to understand, read and write English. 
The groups are small, being made up of pupils from Grades 
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If to VIII. A group is made up of pupils whose ability 
with English is about the same. 

Last fall at the opening of schools, twenty-five pupils 
from this district entered or re-entered High School. Four- 
teen of these were in Goffstown and eleven went to Manches- 
ter. In both places the tuition is approximately $100 per 
year—so the tuition bill for the year will approximate $2,500. 

There are six tuition pupils from the Pattee Hill and Paige 
Hill districts in Goffstown village school.s The tuition here 
is $36 for the year, 

The present year to date has been unusually free from 
epidemics of every sort, and from much of the usual ailments 
such as colds and throat troubles. In the main, the attend- 
ance has been higher than usual, as a result of this favorable 
health situation. In addition to the usual examination, 
weighing and measuring, and work in classrooms and homes, 
the School Nurse, Miss Walker, has been able to make pos- 
sible many other advantages through the Tuberculosis Clinic, 
the Skin Clinic, the Toxin-Anti-Toxin Clinic in Manches- 
ter. And also there are privileges through the Manchester 
District Nursing Association and dental advantages possible 
for those who wish to profit by them. The health supervi- 
sion, direction and suggestions afforded by the public schools 
is a distinct community service. 

Last fall, the State Supervisor of Health of the State Board 
of Education suggested the addition of Weare and Dunbar- 
ton to Supervisory Union 19, of which Goffstown is a part, 
for Health Supervision, with Miss Walker in charge of all 
of the six districts, namely, Bedford, Goffstown Special, 
Goffstown Town, New Boston, Weare and Dunbarton. This 
arrangement was finally worked out. In the financial read- _ 
justment of the salary this district secured a reduction in its 
quota of $75 per year. 7 

The Parent-Teacher Association at Parker’s continues its 
active work and interest in the schools. Last year they gave 
the school some playground equipment, consisting of a swing > 
trapeze and rings. These have afforded hours of active fun— 
affording play on which young people thrive. 
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It is probably not too early to begin to get ready another 
room at the Bartlett building for class use. Already the 
four rooms there are about full. The teachers’ room has been 
taken for the special English teacher’s group.’ For the time, 
these groups, being small, can be accommodated there. But 
the number who come to stay has been steadily increasing and 
doubtless will continue to do so. 

The southeast room in the basement, well-lighted and 
roomy, can be fixed up at a price which should be compara- 
tively low. The brick walls need covering. The cement floor 
also will need covering. Just through the wall is one of the 
furnaces, from which it should be a fairly simple matter to 
provide heat. It is only a question of time, and a fairly short 
time, until this room will be actually needed for class pur- 
poses. If we wait until it is actually necessary, some Sep- 
tember opening will find us not ready, and the schools will 
have to put up with confusion and inconvenience while the 
work is being done. With this in readiness, there should be 
no difficulty in housing pupils from the region for several 
seasons, 

With a recurring recognition of the co-operation of the 
members of the School Board, my appreciation is no less 
genuine.
